THE HANLON TRIAL,

Arren lengthy deliberation the jury in the
Hanlon case have at last rendered a verdict of
guilty of murder in the first degree, and few
persons who have read the procesdings of the
trial will question the justice of this decision.
Of Hanlon's guilt there is soarcely a shadow
of doubt, and we presume that the only ques-
tion which has caused even momentary hesi-
tation in the minds of the jury was the pro-
priety of basing a conviction, mainly, on
the testimony of A fellow-conviot
of the prisoner, It was right
that the jury should panse and soan the
ovidence thoroughly to see whether Dunn
was substantially corroborated, and we pre-
gume that the verdict is based on the belief
that the veracity of his statement was well
attosted. The impnuted crime is 8o hideous,
and the efforts of the officers of justice to
bring the offender to trial have so long been
baflled, that this cnse was invested with ex-
traordinary interest. The escape of Moary
Mohrman's murderer would have been a'stand-
ing reproach to our polics and our Courts;
and if the jury is right in pointing out
Hanlon as the gnilty man, he deserves the
most condign punishment, and Measrs, Shep-
pard and Hagert are worthy of great praise
for the skill and assiduivy they have displayad
in the trial of such a terrible criminal,

veople of Ireland and {of India must be
stmed ontright. The defpils of the Eastern
question are so fully desoribed in an elabo-
rate article upon the first page of to-day's
TeLwonarn that it is unnecessary to refer
to them here. The underlying ocaunss of
the intense feeling aroused among the su-
premely seliish governing and trading classes
of Great Britain by the demand for a revision
or abrogation of the treaty of Paris is the
fear that, if the Russian policy prevails, the
British dominion over a hundred millions of
Asiatio serfs will be serionsly threatened. To
perpetuate her cruel system of oppression
and impoverishment in Indin she arms at
last to fight nominally in  be-
half of the effete despotism of the
Turk, but really to bolster up her own des.
potic power in the Fast, which is a thousand
timea more ruinous, oppressive, disgraceful,
and cruel than Mahommedan sway. Spain

petrated by bher Pizarros upon a compara-
tively few millions of the aborigines of the
New World, biit thousands of greedy Eog-
lishmen have grown rich by infinitely mare
eruel extortions practieed against hundreds
of millions of Britisbh India, and it is to
perpetuate these robberies that Eagland now
draws her rnsty sword. The jealousies’ of
Austria and Italy are awakened by thefear
that if Russia aoquires a firm foothold on the
Mediterranean she will convert it into a
Russian lake, and thess jealousies may prompt

them to take a part in the contemplated fray; |

but England, if she fighte at all. will fight for
the privilege of oppressing, starving, aund
plendering India. Trinmphast in many con.

THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS,
Tux opposition now being manifosted to the
plan of the Public Baildings Oommission to
place one largs and imposing edifice at the
intersection of Broad and Market streots, In-
stead of scattering a number of smaller
struotures over the four Penn , Squares,
means mothing more nor leas than that
a desperate effort will be made by the
property owners in the neighborhood of In-
dependence and Washington Bquares to set
aside the emphatic verdict of the people
given at the election last month., The law
under which the commission is now acting
clearly and emphatioally gives them the
power sither to locate the public buildings
in one masa upon the intersection of Broad
and Market streets, or to put them up sepa-
rataly npon the four squares. ‘T'hat this
is the meaning of the law will be apparent to
any disinterested person who will read it, and
it cannot be tortured to mean anything else
except by the merest quibbling. That thosoe
who protest that the law gives the commis
sioners no authority to put in exeoution the
proposed plan are not honest in the position
they now take, can be shown from their own
declarations previous to the election. [he
main argament urged by the anti-Penn-
Simarites was that the law did anthorize the
erection of the buildings upon the intersee-
tion of Broad and Market strects. The dire-

ful consequences that would ensue if this |
were done farnished the theme for the majo- |

rity of the editorials that
newspapers published in the mneigh.
borhood of Sixth and Seventh and
Chesnut streets, and ‘‘coffin” advertisementa
and posters were put before the eyes of the
citizens of Philadelphia to terrify them into
the belief that Broad and Market streeta
would be irretriovably rained if the public
buildings were placed at their intersection.
Inspite of all this, such a majority was given
at the polls in favor of the Penn Sqnare sits
a8 ought to have put the question at rest for-
ever.

If the ring of property holders who are
now endeavoring to defeat the expressed will
of the people in this matter can manage by
legal proceedings to embarrass the commis-
sioners, they will only delay the eracltion of
the buildings, and cause an expenditure of
money that had much beatter Ls devoted to
seme other object. Thal the resalt of the
elootion last month wil! ever be setaside there
is not the slightest reason to balisve,
and it is eminently discraditable that a great
mauanicipal enterpriseshonld bedelayed merely
to gratify the sp'een of a few persons who
are endeavoring to further their own inte-
rests at the expense of and against the wishes
of amajority of their fellow-citizens. An
offort will doubtless be mde in Councils this
afternoon to authorize legal procoedings
against the commissioners to prevent them
from carrying ont their plans, but we hope
sincerely that thers will be sufficient infln-
ence in both chambers to prevent any snch
folly. It is an absurdity that the oity
of DPhiladelphia should commence aun
expensive litigation for the purpose of
obstruoting a great municipal enterprise, and
if Councils consent to anything of the kind,
they will make Philadelphia the laughing
stock of the whole country. The commis-
sioners, for their part, would act properly if
they would commence at once to cat down
the trees and remove the railings upon the
Penn Squares, for then the chances that they
will be interfered with will be less than they
are now,and their opponents, seeing that they
are determined to carry ont their plans, may
be induced to give up the contoest.
